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Introduction 

The  parents  of  the  John  Brubaker  with  which  this  book  is  con¬ 
cerned  were  John  Brubaker  and  Anna  Meyers. 

The  earliest  record  yet  found  concerning  John  and  Anna  Brubaker 
is  the  sale  of  120  acres  of  land  to  them,  June  12,  1804,  in  Bote¬ 
tourt  County,  Virginia,  by  Jacob  Eller  and  Magdalena  his  wife.  1/ 

Ten  years  later,  April  10,  1314,  they  sold  this  land  to  Jacob  Ear- 
hart.  They  are  buried  in  the  old  Brubaker  Cemetery  four  miles  north¬ 
west  of  Salem,  Virginia.  While  in  Pennsylvania  John  and  Anna  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Mennonite  church,  but  after  moving  to  Virginia  they 
joined  the  German  Baptist  Brethren  (now  Church  of  the  Brethren)  com¬ 
monly  called  Dunkers.

The  second  of 
the  eight,  John,  is  the  one  with  which  this  book  is  primarily  con¬ 
cerned,  and  each  of  the  seventeen  chapters  that  follow  names  the 
descendants  of  one  of  his  seventeen  children.

Jchn  Brubaker,  the  second  son  of  John  Brubaker  and  his  wife 
Anna  (Myers),  was  born  July  1,  1777,  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  married  first  Phoebe  Harter,  and  second  (in  October  1816) 

Mary  Frantz.  He  lived  for  some  years  in  Virginia,  but  later  moved 
to  Preble  County,  Ohio,  where  (November  28,  1816)  his  first  wife, 
Phoebe  Harter,  died.  It  was  here,  in  1816,  that  he  married  his 
second  wife,  Mary  Frantz  (born  January  23,  1793).  On  April  8,  1846, 
while  still  in  Ohio,  John  died.  About  six  years  later  Mary,  his 
widow,  went  to  Flora,  Indiana,  with  come  of  her  children.  At  the 
time  of  her  death,  November  2,  1876,  she  was  livin,,  v/ith  her  youngest 
daughter,  Elizabeth.  She  is  buried  in  the  Moos  Cemetery,  near  Flora. 

Mary,  wife  of  John  Brubaker  (1777-1846),  was  the  great-grand¬ 
daughter  of  Michael  Frantz  who  was  born  in  Switzerland  September  1, 
1687,  came  to  America  on  the  ship  Molly,  and  arrived  at  Philadelphia 
September  30,  1727.  He  joined  the  German  Baptist  Brethren  (now 
Church  of  the  Brethren — commonly  called  Dunkers)  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania,  September  29,  1734.  He  was  soon  chosen  to  the  ministry 
end  was  later  ordained  elder  of  the  Conastoga  and  White  Oak  churches. 
He  died  in  1743. 


His  son  Michael  Frantz,  Jr.,  was  born  in  1725  in  Germany  and 
cpme  to  America  with,  his  father.  He  married  Magdalena  Zug.  In  1807 _ 
he  died.  To  them  were  born  eight  sons  and  one  daughter,  namely-- 
Michael,  Hannas,  Abraham,  Christian,  Jacob,  Daniel,  Peter,  and  David. 
The  daughter’s  name  is  unknown. 

The  Christian  Frantz  mentioned  above  was  the  father  of  Mary 
Frantz  who  became  the  second  wife  of  John  Brubaker.  Christian  was 
born  in  1766,  married  Mary  Garsh  (Garst?),  was  ordained  elder  in  the 
Daniels  Creek  church,  Darke  County,  Ohio,  and  died  in  1850.  To  them 
were  born  two  sons  and  seven  daughters,  namely--Jacob,  Christian, 
Elizabeth,  Catharine,  MARY,  Magdalena,  Esther,  Anna,  and  Sally.  6/
